Propositions for Physical Valuation 
of Railroads, Publicity of Cam- 
peign Contributions and 
Other Similar Measures 
Were Not Popular. 


Convention Hall, Chicago, June 18.— 
Both in respect to temperature and po- 
litical development, the early indica- 
tions were that the third day of the 
republican national convefition would 
be warmer than any of its predeces- 
sors. ‘ 

The cool breeze which had given 
perfect weather thus far for the con- 
vention gave place in the early morn- 
ing hours to a high, hot wind from 
the southwest, that started the mer- 
cury on a rapid climb; and long be- 
fore the opening of the convention the 
delegates were discarding coats, and 
in some instances vests were sent after 
the coats. Fans were at a premium, 
and numerous pages were sent along 
the rows of seats, placing a fan in 
each one. 

From the political viewpoint, the 
warmth of the day was expected to 
arise from a possible fight on the floor 
of the convention over the anti- 
injunction plank of the platform. 

Delegates Slow in Arriving. 


The delegates expecting a long, in- 
teresting and physically uncomfortable 
session were slow in arriving at the 
hall, and fifteen minutes before ‘10 
o’clock, the hour at which the adjourn- 
ment of yesterday was taken, there 
was less than a dozen of them in their 
seats. 

The only people who did not ‘give 
some indication of slight indisposition 
to energetic physical exercise were the 
members of the band, who tooted their 
horns and pounded their sheepskins 


with ardor. 

The Taft managers, in order to fully 
conserve the interest of their candi- 
date, early in the day placed on thse 
floor of the convention, but not in the 
capacity of either delegate or alter- 
nate, a number of most prominent men 
in the party who are attached to the 
Taft candidacy. The duty of these 
men was to watch the work of the 
opposition candidates, and to promptly 
head off any possible defection of 
strength, and to hasten all accessions, 

Frank H. Hitchcock, the Taft mans 
ager, was. also roaming around thé 
convention during the entire day, 
seeking occasions to aid the cause of 
the secretary in all possible ways. 

At 10 o’clock the delegates’ seats at 
last began to fill up, and the gallery 
crowds were becoming denser; many 
of those in the sections reserved for 
visitors brought lunch boxes’ with 
them, prepared to spend the entire day 
if necessary. 

With the gathering of the multitude 
the heat in the hall increased appre- 
ciably, and it was not long before 
shirt sleeves were much in evidence.

“Louder!” the speaker again was in- 
terrupted.

“Louder, louder!” came the shouts as 
Senator Hopkins began the first sen- 
tence of the prepared platform. 

“I can't go any louder,” explained 
the senator, and continued to read from 
the typewritten manuscript. 

It was not long before the reader 
came to the first passages of the pre- 
amble according high praise to the 
president, and at the mention of his 
having won s0 conspicuous a place in 
the history of the world, there was 
applause and some cheering, but no at- 
tempt at a demonstration. 

Although Senator Hopkins its‘ a 
speaker with excelient enunciation 
and a clear, resonant voice, making 
himself audible throughout the hall 
Was a task that taxed his powers to 
the utmost. 

The roar of conversation in the con- 
vention swelled steadily as the sen- 
atof’s voice grew a bit husky, and 
soine of the planks were not heard 
clearly by the mass of delegates. 

The tariff revision plank was not 
heard, or, if it was, it was disregarded 
entirely. Not a single handclap follow- 
@d as Senator Hopkins finished the 
reading of that plank. 

Submerged in Vocal Struggle. 


The noise of conversation increased 
steadily, and it was only a short time 
before Senator Hopkins was practical- 
ly submerged in the vocal struggle. 
Chairman Lodge sat quietly at his 
desk, taking little apparent note of the 
situation. A white-haired delegate 
from Colorado finally became restless. 

“Mr. Chairman,” he called, “pring 
some order.” 

Bang went the chairman’s gavel, and 
he said: 

“The chair must request the gal- 
leries to cease from conversation so 
audible as to prevent the delegates 
from hearing the resolutions.” 

The hall was instantly quiet, and 
Senator Hopkins went on in compara- 
tive quiet. It was only a few minutes, 
however, before the roar of voices 
again became prominent. 

When the anti-injunction plank was 
reached the words “integrity of the 
courts’ called forth applause. There 
were cries of “no, no,’’ when the sug- 
gestion was made that necessity existed 
for a change in the present manner of 
issuing injunctions. The conclusion of 
the plank was generously applauded. 

The planks immediately following 
were given little attention and were 
apparently unnoticed by the delegates. 
The reference to the negro in the 
platform and the reiteration of the 
party’s demand for the enforcement of 
the thirteenth, fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments to the constitution. called 
out a brief period of applause. For a 
third time the delegates on the floor 
icalled for order. Senator Lodge 
pounded heavily on the table, but his 
admonition was heeded for only a few 
seconds, when the hum  0of_ voices 
drowned the speaker’s husky and fast 
failing voice. 

The vigorous and continuous waVing

June !8—A _ dispatch 
received here from Baku says that a 
Russian gunboat has entered the Per- 
sian port of Enzeli on the Caspian Sea, 
but the statement has not been con- 
firmed.

The wool crop in this eounty 
in the past years has averaged 60,000 
pohnds, and at 30 cents has been worth 
$20.000. This crop of woo! has> been 
clipped from 20,000 to 25,000 sheep that 
lived upon the open ranges of the 
county. There was good profit in wool | 
_fas long as the price was above 25 cents 
and until the destruction of the sheep 


by dogs became greater than their nat- 
ural increase. 

This year the wool market is 
to 16 cents, and the depletion of the 
herds by dogs has gone on until but @ 
remnant of the former flocks is left. In 
one range were 1!1,500 sheep have been 
kept. only 125 were found this year. 
In the Norman Park district the num- 
ber to be sheared had decreased in five 
years from 8,000 to 2,000. In the 
northern part of the county certain 
wild beasts which live in the river 
swamps have killed hundreds of sheep 
in the past two years, but more have 
been devoured by the dogs. Hbn. J. &. 
Norman, Jr., who has owned as many 
as 3,000 sheep, has put all his on the 
market at $1.50 per head. and neari)s 
all the sheep of the county can be 
bought at the same price. 

A buver who was here recently said 
that in the counties east of here— 
Perrien, Coffee, Appling and others— 
the same conditions exist, and the 
number of sheep have been dwindling 
each year. The sheep owners have 
fcught a losing fight against the ag- 
gression of the yellow curs, which they 
were willing to keep up so long as the 
price of wool was good, but since th- 
price has dropped lower than it has 
ever been known ‘before, they have all 
made a rush to sell.

NEGRO DOOMED AS REPUBLICAN ARBITER. 


The margin of twenty-five votes by which the Chicago convention retains 
the southern negro as the balance of power in convengion deliberations fore- 
shadows the early and inevitable retirement of the negro from the role 
blended equally of farce, injustice and sectionalism. 

It was the convention vote of the negro himself that saved him this time. 
The votes of the republican states were overwhelmingly against him. The 
strength developed by the opposition to his continuance in the dangerous 
capacity of arbiter of republican policies is surprising and gratifying evidence 
that the genuinely republican states are coming to a real understanding of 
the menace of the negro. The prediction is safe that another convention will 
see the narrow margin overridden and the republican party relieved of one 
of the factors operating most decisively against a broader acceptance of its 
principles. 

In presenting his argument against the elimination of the negro as the 
controlling factor in republican conventions, Governor Willson, of Kentucky, 
Supplied what is in reality the most effectual plea of the elimination advo- 
cates. He contended that the adoption of the Burke resolution “will do more 
to make the republican party a sectional party than the negro question has 
done to make the democratic party a sectional party.” 

Reasoning from a false premise, Governor Willson reaches a false con- 
clusion, for the thing that has done more than anything else to make both 
the republican and the democratic parties largely sectional in their activities 
is the fact that the white people of the south are unwilling to participate with 
| the negro as a dominating party factor, and hence they remain with practical 
| unanimity in the party where they take no such chance. 
| Heretofore that has been largely the dominating cause of southern solid- 
| arity. Take away that cause, and the south, like the north, will divide on 
as economic issues. 

With the southern negro absolutely ineffectual in shaping the final elec- 
toral result, the substance of the meaning of the electoral colllege vote is that 
the republican party could be no more sectional, if sectionalism were one of 
its primary tenets, and that the illogical power of the ignorant, purchasable 
and non-voting negro is the element of discord that prevents either party 
from becoming national in effect as in name. 

Piacing convention representation upon the equitable basis of the bona 
fide votes cast must inevitably strike a blow at the very foundations of sec- 
tionalism in both parties. By clear sequence, it would bring nearer the de- 
Sirable day when the nation can divide on economic and political issues, 
and not along fictitious geographical lines. 

Such a consummation would redound to the ultimate good alike of the 
negro, the democratic and republican parties and the nation. The Constitu- 
tion views the striking action ot the convention as realization of this fact, 
and as the most significant development of the current session.

In all humility and with the utmost candor, Mr. Adams makes his state- 
ment. He pleads in extenuation of his offense, his “partisanship” “which 
warped his judgment and overcame his better nature. 

In the most abjectly apologetic manner, he admits as being utterly un- 
founded, the charge persistently circulated by him in many parts of Georgia 


“I was undoubtedly mistaken in every 
statement reflecting upon your character,” he writes, 
Such credit as is due to an attempt to overtake and correct a heinous

| Probably no one will pardon the assailant of his personal character and 
integrity more readily than Dr. White.

Spreading over the land, these charges have gone out to poison the minds 
thousands who never see the correction, and were they directed 
‘against some one of less prominence they might have worked irrevocable 
injury.

| known probity, of unblemished character, who is admired for his splendid 
‘manhood and loved for his service in the field to which he has been called, 
the shafts of calumny directed against him were without harmful effect. 

But such unjust and libellous practice as that of which Mr. Adams has 
‘admitted himself guilty, carries its own danger signal. 
. Many a man’s reputation—which is the estimate af which the world holds 
him—would have been seriously affected by such assaults: many a man’s 
future usefulness would have been impaired by such a libel, however unjust. 
| Politics should not be allowed to become a cloak for character assassina- 
‘tion. The heat of partisanship and the fierceness of political rivalry, may be 
pleaded in extenuation of such assaults; but they cannot excuse it and| the 
public cannot condone it. 
The Constitution congratulates Dr. White upon the manly and dignified 
‘course he has pursued throughout this incident. It also expresses the hope 
that the lessons of this unfortunate affair will be a deterrent upon similar 
‘practices in future campaigns.

Imperative Need of Trained Teachers. 

A plea for better teachers for the 
state schools and the inauguration of 
a system of high schools is urged in 
the annual report of Jere M. Pound. 
state school commissioner, soon to be 
made public. 

The demand for teachers for the 
schools is vastly in excess of the sup- 
ply turned out by the normal schools. 
says the commissioner. He declares 
that many of the teachers are scarcely 
further advanced in learning than the 
grades which they as8ume to teach. 

The low salary paid and the difficulty 
with which the teachers collect their 
money, causing them in many cases to 
sell their claims against their state at 
a discount of from {0 to 20 per cent, is 
another reason urged to explain the ex- 
isting condition of affairs. 

Salary of $150 a Year. 

In discusbing this feature, the report 
says: 

“At this estimation,’’ says Professor Pound, 
“the salaries of just 100 teachers would be 
eaten up in interest om money borrowed by 
the counties. not to speak of that borrowed 
by individual teachers or city systems. I re- 
spectfully suggest that a remedy for this 
state of affairs is well worth your considera- 
tion, for whether nothing is done by the 
counties or a. balance is acquired by the 
Procesm described above or money is borrow- 
ed, the teacher at last is the loser. She pays 
from her already too meager pittance for her 
own relief. It is unthinkable that a great and 
wealthy state like Georgia shal! continue in- 
definitely to impose so unfeelingly upon its 
worst paid, most helpless, but most. useful, 
servants, 

“If some remedy ts not provided'and if 
better salaries are not paid promptly, the 
effect upon the schools will be disastrous. 
Already the signs are ominous. It its becom- 
ing Increasingly difficult to supply schools 
with proper or acceptable teachers. or even 
with teachers at all. Only immature end un- 
trained boys and girls can accept places in 
the average common school; and they can not 
afford to remain there longer fhan three or 
four years, for in that length of time thetr 
services will be worth more in almost any 
other line of endeavor. 

“Even now, here In Georgia. it is calcu- 
lated that the period of service of the aver- 
age teacher is but four vears. This means 
that just when a teacher has acquired ex- 
perience enough to remove her self-con- 
sciousness, to develop her self-confidence, and 
to really prepare for her profession, she finds 
it more profitable to engage in other work 
4nd quits teaching. We have nearly 8,000 
white té¢achers. Assuming that the average 
serves four years and abandons the work 
and that an equal number quits each year, 
we have a deficit of nearly or quite 2,000 
teachers each vear to supply: and we offer 
no adequate inducement to any competent 
man Or woman to enter the profession.’’ 


15,000 Teachers’ Places, 


Professor Pound estimates that 15,000 
teachers’ places have to be filled in this state 
from the common schools themselves, with 
persons without high school or college train- 
ing of any character. The normal schools 
graduated less than elghty pupils this year. 
Seventy-five per cent of the teachers have no 
training other than that gained in the school 
which they conduct. 

He declares that it would be impossible to 
have enough normal school graduates to 
@upply the demand; such would bankrupt the 
State. He calls the attention of the legisia- 
ture to the fact that the majority of the 
counties have no high schools and that there 
is none enjoying state aid. All are supported 
privately or under local systems. He thinks 
that a high school in every county, conducted 
under the direction of the board of education. 
would do much. towerd relieving the’ present 
serious situation 

He gives high praise to the district “agricul- 
tural colleges recently established. He states 
that they have attracted not only national 
commendation, but much international atten- 
tion.
